‘The knife piece can be easily told by the 
iettering. The middle piece is a pure fabrication, there 
being no ancient coin made like this. The largest piece 
is also a pure fabrication as genuine pieces are from a 
quarter to a half the size of this. The round coin is the 
wrong size for any coin and also it has on it characters 
that were never put on coins. The way the characters are 
drawn and the style and the coarse execution of them also 
-ghow Clearly that they are modern work. The bulk of these 
pieces so far as we can find out were made in Canton in 
great quantities and sold to travelers and people ignorant 
of the genuine pieces. ;
